In Manchester,:N. H., it took_the 
near loss of an important local in- 
dustry to cause the development 
of an industry airpark. Ten years 
ago, the Marian Electric Company 
was unable to locate—at-the-Man- 
chester Airport because the field 
was occupied by the Air Force. 
ae the company began negotia- 
tiéhs for property in Concord, the 
city of Manchester took-action re- 
sulting in a new lease with the 
Air Force which would permit 40 
acres to be sold to the electric 
company. Today, an. industrial 
airpark of 98 acres is located be- 
tween the runways and additional 
space_on the periphery of the field 
‘has been set aside for industrial 
expansion which city officials hope 
in five years will triple the present 
1,000 workers at thé airport-based 
plants. a 

The importance of locating air- 
ports where they can be readily 
accessible to people on the move 
is stressed by, Cole Morrow, Di- 
rector of Airports Service for the 
Federal Aviation Agency. “The 
airport,’ says Mr. Moriow, “9s an 
en route stop, not a destination for 
most travelers.”’ Neither is it the 
starting point for most travelers, 
although business frequently secks 
for it to be. Ease 

A single theme runs through all 
these requests: a need to docu- 
ment to the nonflying public that 
the airport is important. 

If bringing new business is im-
